The coal decks of the firm "Pregress" with its installations at Gdynia 
were completely demolished and those along the port rallway stations, 
opposite the "Freach coast", wore burned down. The damage was sutimate d 
at, 60% of the facilities of the port aa a whole, Breakwaters wore mined 
by the Germans. Ships now enter and leave by an outer gate to and from 
the port. The Seviets raised a 10,000 ton merchant ship which they are 
etili repairing. According to an agreement betesen the Soviets and the 
Provisional Polish Government all ahips on and under the water in all 
Foligh ports, which were not Poland's before the war are considered 
Soviet property.

The head office ig in Wreesace with branch offices 
in Gdynia, Dangig, Stettin and Swineminds, Kwiatkowski is also head of 
nZSpa (Ziednocsente Stocgni Polakich ~- Associated Polish Shipyards) in 
Wreaeezez. It handles the administration of five shipyards.

;» The Mintetry of Navigetion and Foreign Commerce created the ZZP (Zjed- 
noezenie Praedsiebiorstw Portewyeh -~ Association of Port Enterprises) 
for port services. The main office is in Waesses, at Ulica Wojska 
Polskiego 20. This agency founded such other government agencies as 
the Polska Bandera (Polish Flag) which serves as an expediting branch 5 
Polski Bunker, which supplies coal and fuel for all ports; Baltika, 2 
sort of brokerage for the ports; Balton, 2 shiphandling establishment, 
and Deo Gloria for corn elevators. These agencies have local branch 
offices, under government supervision, in all ports. Nearly all private 
companies deallne with shirping and transport heave been dissolved. Goim- 
petition with the government agencies is discouraged.
